Secondly, the Pc|agians, who aſcribed 
the beginning of faith , and the doing of 
good wozkes, tothe ftrength of naturall 
free-will being v2ged, that ſo thep obſcu- 
red Gods grace, and gaue occaſſion to vs 
to boaſt in our ſelues; anſwered in like 
manner, that they detraced nothing from 
Gods grace, no2 glozied in themlſelues:

was in theLo:d, to whoſe gift they a- 
ſcribed the natura'l power of free-will.

Thirdly , how coald it truely bee ſaid 
by the Apoſtle, that all boaſting is exciu- 
dev by the lawe of faith, if wee may boaſt 
of ſuch wozkes as come from faith, and 
which wee doe by Gods grace, when we 
are beleeuers? Foz then it ſeemeth, that 
faith bzingeth with it cauſe of boaſting: 
namely thoſe good wozkes that follow 
faith: So that by this dogrine of the pa- 
piſts, boaſting 1s not ſhut out , but rather 
bzought in, by the law of faith. 
Foucthly, hee ſaid that tuſtification by 
faith , abſolutely excludeth all boaſting,

grace to do god wozks, as that it is alſo in 
our power torefuſe the ſame. { #«c:l.T r1d.

That which yeſay 
to annihilate iuſtification by faith , that 
Tamer afftirmeth, that we are juſtified by 
workes,as well as Paw! faith we arciuſtifi- 
ed by faith, if your meaning be (asl feare 
it is) that we are no otherwiſc juſtified by 
ich, then by workes, ye do foully miſle 
the marke, and are in a r-anifeſ? groſle cr- 
rour : for when Pas aftirmeth,thatwe arc 
iuſtified by faith without the workes of 
the law, the meaning of the Apoſtle is 
laine, that we are otherwiſe juſtified by 
aithchen we are by workes.
